REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest an actuating element mounted on an electrical appliance 
such that it can pivot about a pivoting axis in a switching direction of a switch and 
comprise a slide provided with an actuating surface which is displaceably guided along 
a slide path provided on the actuating element in order to adjust an operating 
parameter, the slide path and the pivoting axis extending substantially parallel to one 
another; nor a vacuum cleaner comprising a housing; an actuating element mounted on 
the housing for pivotal movement with respect to the housing about a pivot axis; 
a slit-shaped opening extending along an outer surface of the actuating 
element; a switch disposed within the housing and being actuated in response to 
movement of the actuating element to control a function of the vacuum cleaner; and 
a slide mounted for translational movement with respect to the housing along a slide 
path to adjust an operating parameter of the vacuum cleaner, the slide being disposed 
adjacent the outer surface of the actuating element and having an arm extending 
through the slit-shaped opening.
